Election Bulee 

The election will be considered 
an Open one subject to the follow- 
ing provisions drawn up by the 
Council advocate. 

1. All campaigning other than the 
use of printed literature must be 
■ubmitted to the Elections Commit- 
tee for approval by the committee, 
(this applies most pdVticularly to 
campaign stunts and tile use of 
public address systems.) 

2. The campaign period will not 
commence until the time of an- 
nouncement of the eligible candi- 
dates by the Committee. 

5. No use will be made of class 
room blackboards. 

4. No 'campaigning wilt take place 
•n ole^on day within 200 feet. In 
all directions, of the ballot boxes. 

8. The Hatchet may be used at 
any time during the campaign for 
tha purpose of advertising candi- 
dates.

versity October 6, it was announced 
by Margaret Davis of the Public 
Relations Office. 

The gift, made in behalf of the 
District of Columbia American Le- 
gion by Department Commander 
Owen C. Holleran, was presented to 
Dean Walter A^ Bloodorn. Dean of 
the School of Medicine. 

The^gift Is a contribution to The 
George' Waahington University Hos- 
plUl Equipment Campaign for 
$925,000. A total of $819.154 86 has 
been contributed so far. 

When the new hospital is opened 
next year it will contain a "heart 
station" for the prevet^tlon andv 
treatment of heart disease, the 
main cause of deaths in the United 
States. 

Out Ctfntc Coatinued 

The station will contain the latest 
diagnostic aids, including two viso- 
Airdiette units which permit im- 
mediate registration of heart Im- 
pulses on sensitized paper. This 
allows the physician to study the 
heart condition immediately with- 
out waiting for dark room and de- 
veloping processes. 

The cardiology department will 
also have its own fluoroscopic In- 
struments, giving physicians the 
opportunity to see a visual image 
on a Bcreen.

If you are 
a newcomer, ypu might be happy to know that the 
Little features many good foreign films (in original 
tongue but with EngUsh dialogue titles) and the 
better Hollywood productions, particularly the old 
greats. 

This is the first blowing of "Les Enfants Du 
Paradis” in Washington. In fact if you want to see 
the special Washington premier, call now and re- 
serve either a $1.80 or $3.60 seat lor tonight. The 
American Aid to France Committee, under the pa- 
tronage of M. Bonnet, the French Ambassador, and 
his wife, are sponsoring tl^ benefit performance. 

Unlike most of the foreign films, limited in cast 
and scenery 'because of their budgets, this great 
masterpiece, completing the third year of its run 
at the Idadeleine Theater in Paris, has several thou- 
sands in the cast and luxuriant scenery. ^

• LIKE ”Les Enfants Du Pararjis,” ’tThe Thlbeaults” 
reveals the tremendous strides France has taken to 
regain her prewar literary eminence. Not many 
novels of lasting value have come out of France since 
hostilities ended. Most of the leading writers have 
thrown thdr energy Into political controversy for 
the Paris papers, with little time left for creative 
work. 

Martin DuGard is recognized as one of the fore- 
most contemporary novelists of hla country. His 
great novel, ’’The Thlbeaults,” appeared before the 
war, and is available in this country in two voli^es. 
It is an exhaustive itudy of the war. and the first 
part of that great struggle. 

The thoroughness of the story, and the author's 
Insight into the bourgeois state of mind, leave little 
to the Imagination. It is true that the strong em- 
phasis on the socUlls't movement tends to exclude 
from the stol-y certain viewpoints which are a part 
of the scene; however, the exclusions are fragmen- 
tary and impossible to include In so monumental a 
work. 

Especially interesting to those of us who try to 
understand the psychology that breeds wars — and 
who can afford not to?— U the final section of the 
book, dealing with the effect of mass hysteria that 
grows out of suspicion and distrust in the foreign 
offlcei. The details of the socialists’ last-ditch stand 
against war are particularly Important In relation to 
the search for peace today. 

Superimposed on the soda! problems of the 
period Is an indeclalve stu4y of a search for peace 
of mind and an unusual love stdry.

• NOT IN CONTRAST but In addition should you 
read Fritz von Unruh’s ”The Eiid Is Not Yet” If 
there Is any similarity to the above novel. It Is only 
In that the authors of both are intent upon Impress- 
ing the world that war is futile and will never solve 
our problems. However, where DuGard is concerned 
with the causes, Unruh Is concerned with the horrors 
and sufferings of war. 

Though relating what has happened in Europe 
for the past fifteen years, Unruh seems to be using 
the events merely as tools to impress upon us the 
sadness of the homeless, the enormous sacrifices 
made by the courageous "little" people, all for a few 
men with ideologlet, who constantly shout that theirs 
is the only one, the absolute, the authority. All ideolo- 
gies, Uiuuh feris, show their true light when they 
have to resort to "purges," secret police, suppression, 
and, thu^ly. war.

• WITH THE ANNOUNCEMENT of the purchase 
or a tiuiioifig In wiiivn me univeratty’s studetit 
Union is to be housed, as well as aii announcement 
' of- the acquisition of the Everglades Apartments

' While this is economically a bad time to buy, 
the buildings are a start in fulfilling the need, of 
many years. With plans calling tor University 
#f 20,000 students, such expansion in the University 
'plant is an obvious necessity. In any case, we feel 
' that the cost of these buildings will be more than 
repaid by the benefits to be derived from them. We 
trust, however, that it will be kept in mind that the 
^ present Student Union is a temporary measure, a 
miniature of the permanent Student Union building. 

One of the unfortunate aspects of the present 
building it the time which will be needed to remodel 
it, for there is Uttl^ hope that work will be com- 
pleted before next spring. We assume that this will 
be started as soon as possible, to facilitate early 
upe of the Union.

Centrally located, the building should do much 
to unify school activities and to promote school 
spirit, the lack of which has caused so much con- 
cern in the past. y 

The Student Council committee appointed ta, 
recommend the facilities to be Included In the new 
building Is fortunate In that much of the research 
needed for such an undertaking has already been 
done. Surveys of Student Union buildings on other 
campuses, conducted by previous committees ap- 
pointed Ust year, should provide a logical starting 
point for the present committee. 

An obvious inclusion In the Student Union would 
be another version of the Student Qub, Including 
the small tables and a snack bar, but ^eluding the 
dreariness and lack of imagination so visible In the 
present dub. 

Independent of the student dub should be a 
cafeteria with facilities for serving hot meala, and 
we don’t mean just coffee, aoup, and aandwichea. The 
cafeteria should be so arranged that It could be 
daared for use as a dance floor when wanted. 

fo addition, there should be ofilces for, such 
student activities as the Student Coundl, the Cherry 
Tree, The Hatchet, the Religious Council, the Inter- 
fraternity CouncU, and the Fanhellenic CouncU, as 
weU aa offices tor the Activities Dliectora, Miss 
Klritbride and Mr. Farrington, and dub rooms whldi 

ootdd bt assigned to Individual dubs when desired.

• SPIRIT, THAT factor of student^ life mamii y 
spoken of as nonexistent at the University, Is now 
a definite reality here, and has come a long way fin oe 
the reinstitutlon of a full scale athletic program last 
year, but It is still not up to the standards that 
might be'expected <jf an institution of this sizs. 

Often thought of as an elusive mass frame of 
mind that juat happens, ipirit la a quality which tha 
entire student body must continually strive to attain.
